Yefterday at noon, we hear, an exprefs arrived at the Ad- 
miralty with difpatches from Lord Shiuldbam, who com- 
mands in chief at Plymouth, of which the following account 
is nearly the purport :— 

That on Monday evening laft’a French Martinico man 
put if there, taken by Admiral Geary’s fleet, the prize- 
matter of which gave the following account: That on the 
3d of July, in lat. 46. long. 13. they fell in with twenty- 
two fail of Martinico-men, under convoy of an old 50 gun 
fhip, a bad failer, and two frigates. ‘The whole Englith 
fieet immediately gave chace. The Alfred came up with 
one of the merchantmen, which immediately ftruck to her ; 
and the Monarch took too more. , 

The above veffel arrived at Plymouth is the Alfred’s prize, 
and wasdifpatched to England foon after fhe wastaken : when 
fhe ‘left ‘the’fleet, they were all in chace, flagding different 
ways, the French merchantmen in fight ; and there was not 
the leaft doubt, as every thip in Geary’s fleet is copper-bot- 
tomed, and the French mutt be bad failers, from the length 
of their voyage, that the greatelt part, if not all, will fall 
into our hands. : , 

Accounts are hourly expected at the Admiralsy, of the 
further fuccefs of Admiral Geary’s fleet. 

Advice is faid to be juft received, that Admiral Geary’s 
fleet having come up with fome more of the French Martini- 
co-men, had taken ten (which they had fent for England), 
and were in clofe purfuit of the remainder. © 

By the report of the thip arrived at. Plymouth from Ad- 
miral Geary, we ow’ hope that in ‘a few days that port will 
rejoice in the fight of a whole fleet of valuable prizes, doubly 
beneficial to us, from the advantage derived to ourfelves, and 
the lofs aud difappointment fuftainctl by our enemies. 

We can with confidence affert, that the report grounded 
ona paragraph in one of yeiterday’s morning papers, tating, 
that Admiral Geary had written word home, ‘* that not 
hating feen any fquadron of the enemy in thé courfe of his 
‘cruize his intentions were to return with his fleet as foon as 
poffible to Torbay, to victual and water,’’ is altogether 
groundlefs. ee 

Ftom information equally good, we take upon us to declare, 
that the rumours of the Spanith fleet, (fent out from Cadiz, 
and which Sir George Rodis, sccordin to his laf dif- 
patch, had failed after) having efcaped the Britith Admiral, 
and joined Monf.

Mr Ralph Bowie Secretary to the Committee of Corre- 
fpondence here, and Mr David Grant, one of the teachers 
in Watfon’s Hofpital, anda member of that Committee, 
were, on Saturday lalt, taken into cuftody by the Sheriff 
‘They underwent a very long examination before him and the 
Solicitor. General,concerning their correfpondence with Lord 
George Gordons and, it is faid, feveral of his Lordthip’s 
letters were produced.

Saturday laft, upon a fearch in the flefh-market, by order 
of the Magiftrates, fome unmarketable meat.was found and 
feized.

On Thurfday laft, a caufe was determined before the Lord 
Juitice Clerk, Ordinary, in the Outer-houfe, which, as it 
nearly concerns the inhabitants of royal burghs, we think it 
our duty to lay before the public. The cafe was as follows: 
The Magiftrates and Town Council of St Andrews, a- 
bout twenty-five years ago, laid on a tax or duty of one 
halfpenny upon each cart of dung that fhould be carried out 
of the town, and afterwards raifed that tax to se penny per 
cart. The power of levying and uplifting this duty came 
to be difputed by one or more of the perfons who had occa- 
fion for'removiug that dung to the adjacent fields, which 
gave rife to the prefent procefs before the Court of Seffion, 
againft the Magiftrates and Town Council.—It was argued 
for the purfuers, that Magiftrates of royal burghs had no 
power, at their own hands, to impofe taxes or duties of any 
kind, except fuch as they were {pecially authorifed to exact 
in virtue of their royal charter, or other fubfequent parlia- 
mentary grants, unlefs fuch duties had been in ufe to be ex- 
acted and paid for a preferiptive courfe of years.—I{n an- 
{wer to which it was alledged, that Magittrates had an in- 
herent official power to impofe fuch fmall duties as the pre- 
fent, to be applied towards maiutaining the public ftreets, 
or other police of the burgh. ——The Lord Juttice Clerk 
repelled the defences, and was clearly of opinion, that Ma- 
giltrates had no power at their own hands to impofe arbitra.
